Inspection Bureau 
Advises Changes

Letter To City Recommends 
Revisions In Fire Department 


Circleville’* fire insurance rates 
will 
be 
boosted 
unless 
council 
moves to increase the personnel of 
the fire department, the Ohio In­ 
spection Bureau has notified 
the 
city. 
At least ten men must consti­ 
t u t e the fire 
department 
staff 
^ and a call force be established 
to provide at least IO men at all 
fires, other than grass or auto­ 
mobile, within the 
city 
limits. 
Special training must be provid­ 
ed for the call force and the reg­ 
ular force of fire fighters 
also 
must participate in

training periods. 
Due to present “deficiencies” in

the

protection provide doe* not war­ 
r a n t the present insurance 
rate, 
the bureau said. 
The letter from the state bureau 
to the city was read at council4 
meeting Tuesday night. There was 
no discussion and council voted to 
“ accept and file” the communica­ 
tion.

last July it was widely reported 
locally that the findings were “just 
the same thing w e’ve been hearing 
all along”, and that no increase in 
the fire insurance rates was 
in 
prospect. 
Instead, several persons close to 
the matter explained, the bureau 
was going to tell the city only that 
“if you want a better rate 
than 
you now have, you’ll have to make 
several changes.’’ 
And these changes, it was said, 
could be made over a long period. 
However, it seemed generally 
agreed last night that the letter 
gave a far different pirture. The 
communication from the bureau 
follows: 
“You will recall that on October 
4, we sent you a copy of our latest 
complete report on fire protection 
facilities in your city. The report 
was the result of 
an 
inspection 
made by our classification depart­ 
ment in JuJy of this year. 
“ At the present time your city 
is considered as having 
Class 
7 
fire protection for fire insurance 
rating purposes. However, the re­ 
cent inspection disclosed rather se­ 
rious deficiencies in your fire de­ 
partment, and the over-all protec­ 
tion docs not warrant the present 
insurance rate level. 


“WE FEEL that your adminis­ 
tration will want to correct the un­ 
satisfactory conditions so that it

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THE DOW THEORY 


MUCH IS BEING heard of the Dow The­ 


ory, now that the stock market is again 


very much in the news. 


The T h e o r y has a great many disciples 


among both speculators and investors — 
perhaps more unavowed than avowed dis­ 
ciples. Brokerage offices report a substan­ 
tial number of clients who constantly say: 
“I don't quite subscribe to this Dow The­ 
ory, but------ 


Whether or not the Theory would prove 
sound in the absence of m any followers, the 
very fact of its wide following helps to 
make it seem valid. 


The Theory is named after Charles H. 
Dow, a founder of Dow, Jones and Com­ 
pany, and first editor of the Wall Street 
Journal. The Theory w as really formulat­ 
ed by Dow’s close friend. W. P. Hamilton, 
who succeeded him as editor of the Jour­ 
nal. Hamilton tied together the analyses of 
stock market behavior m ade by Dow 
in 
many editorials. 


Hamilton warned that the Theory w as 
not infallible, and that it could be vitiated 
by manipulation. Today its disciples argue 
about som e of its features much as theo­ 
logians differ on texts in the Scriptures. 


The Theory concerns itself only w i t h 
long-term trends lasting for many months. 
Day-bv-dav fluctuations are meaningless. 
Even the secondary reactions analyzed are 
those lasting for several weeks or months. 
These price m ovem ents are made clear 
only by lines on charts. That is why Dow 
Theory disciples are called “chart follow- 
ors. 
In addition to the break-throughs of pre­ 
vious significant lows or highs in the aver­ 
ages, essential parts of the Dow Theory 
are: In a long-term bear market, second­ 
ary lows will be constantly penetrated by 
ensuing secondary movements; secondary 
highs will not be broken through. If the 
market has stayed within a 5 per cent 
range for some time, the ensuing m ove­ 
ment up or down will be a major m ove­ 
ment. 
Inasmuch as the highs or lows initiating 
a previous major trend must he penetrat­ 
ed by both the industrial and the rail av­ 
erages before the Dow T h e o r y signal 
com es for a new major movement, the dis­ 
ciples do not get into a market until its 
trend, up or down, has been in operation 
for som e time.
